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JUDGE TULLEY’S LETTER 


Read to the Turner Societies—The Rights 
of the Citizen. 


CuHIcAGo, June 29.—The ten thousand peo- 

ple assembled today to witness the annual 
ames of the Turner societies of Chicago 
istened to a letter which aroused deci 

interest. It was from J udge Murray F. Tulley, 
one of the oldest and best known jurists in the 
city. The letter was addressed: “To the 
Chicago District Tu ,» a8 members of the 
Personal Rights Le .”’ The letter says: 

I regard your organization as one of thé’ most 
important factors in the preservation of the liber- 
ties of the people now ex sting in this country. 
fhe preservation of personal rights and the main- 
tainance of liberty are incontrovertible terms. 
Just so far as the ingividual is deprived of his 
perscas rights,just to that extent is hein slavery, 

very law which, directly or indireetly, forbi 
the exercise of, or abridges man’s ‘personal 
apes deprives him to that extent of his liberty. 

hen such an abridgement of personal rights is 
notfor the benefit of all the people, it becomes un- 
just and tyranical legislation. 

But the danger to liberty is not so much from 
unegtal or tyrannical legislation as it is from the 
ignoring of written laws and usurpation—by ex- 
ecutive officers—of the power and authority not 
sranted by the laws. Where, as in this city of 

hicago, the police arrest on bare suspicion and 
without warrant persons not found in the act of 
violating the law; when police undertake to de- 
termine who shall and who shall not meet in open 
public assemblage to discuss political or economic 
questions; when, after one hundred years of lib- 
erty in this country, a citizen ‘is arrested 
without warrant, consigned to a prison cell 
for eight long days—the recent case in 
connection with the dynamite bomb found at 
Haymarket monument—and{prevented from com- 
municating with his friends, denied the privilege 
of consultation with his legal adviser, and not 
even informed of the nature of the accusation 
against him; and when, in answer toa judicial 
mandate, the door of his prison cell is opened, 
and the officers of the law requested to show 
cause why this violation of a citizen’s personal 
rights, the chief executive officer of police makes 
the return to this free man’s writ of “habeas cor- 
pus,” that he arrested this citizen upon the letter 
of the unknown party and detained the citizen in 
prison while trying to find such unknown party, 
“A return,” the like of which never before dis- 
graced the records of a civilized country, ‘“‘whena 
trial by newspaper” substituted for “a trial by 
jury —when “original packages” of slander and 
villification are hurled at the highest. court of the 
nation because of its decision favoring “personal 
rights” and the freedom of commerce—when 
upon almost every article of food. of 
drink and clothing a ficticious price is made 
by means of unlawful trusts and combinations—it 
iS time, I say, not onlyjto ‘call a halt,”’ but also to 
“establish Personal Rights Leagues in every 
school district, in every county, in every state, of 
this union. Let your organization proclaim it to 
be the first duty of every citizen to obey the law, 
whether he be an official or private citizen, de- 
mand that there shall be the absolute equality of 
every citizen before this law. 


WILL WALK OUT TOMORROW. 


The Great Strike of the Miners Around 
Birmingham. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 29.-—[Special.]— 
On Tuesday, July 1st, the biggest strike ever 
known in this section of the country will be 
inaugurated. Six thousand miners will go 
out and 3,000 or 4,000 furnace laborers will be 
be forced out by the miners’ strike. Friday 
the miners’ union served notice on the owners 
and operaters of the mines that unless an ad- 
vance of ten per cent on all classes of work 
was made on July Ist, a strike would be or- 
dered. At the same time the men at every 
mine in the state were ordered not to work 
after June 30th until the advance was granted 
and a new contract signed. 

Yesterday a meeting of mine and furnace 
owners was held in this city and it wasjjunani- 
mously agreed not to pay the ten per Jcent ad- 
vance. The furnace owners agreed to shut 

furnaces ing a settlement of 
the strike and to aid the nine operators in re- 
sisting the advance. The Bessemer rolling 
mill, at Bessemer, employing 300 men, and 
the Alabama milil, at Gate City, employing 25 
men, shut down yesterday for two months, 
and the men are leaving for the north on theif 
annual vacation. Seven of the twenty-three 
coke furnaces in this district are already out of 
blast for repairs and the others will begin to 
bank their fires tomorrow. 

The iron manufacturers say they will lose 
little by shutting down a few weeks at this 
season. The principal cause of the strike is 
the sliding scale which has been paid for two 
years in this district. The scale was based on 
forty-fiye cents per ton for mining coal when 
iron was $13 dollars per ton at the furnace, 
with an advance or decline of five cents per 
ton for every dollar per ton iron advanced or 
declined. The men claim they have not been 
fairly treated under this contract and refused 
to renew it. They also claim that the present 
prices of mining is too low, and insist on a 
general advance of ten per cent, the 
advance to apply to all incidental 
work, such as timbering. They ask the 
operators to enterintoa contract for twelve 
months at the advanced rate, both of which 
propositions were declined. Every mine in 
the district will be idle except the mines at 
Coalburg and Pratt mines, where convicts are 
worked. Thereare about 1,800 convicts in 
these two mines, and they will be able to mine 
enough coal torfill contracts with railroads, and 
probably the Birmingham rolling mill, where 
1,100 men are employed. Both sides go into 
the fight determined to win, and a long and 
bitter struggle is expected.. 


A Cool Breeze. 


Cuicaao, June 29.—A cool breeze beginning 
late this afternoon ended the heated term 
temporarily. The breeze didnot putin ap- 
pearance until the excessive heat made a 
record of eight fatal cases of prostration since 
daylight. A large numberof other persons 
succumbed, but up to evening no other deaths 
are reported. The preceding twenty-four 
hours marked the culmination of an almost 
unprecedented period of Warmth. : 

According to one authority there were 
eighteen deaths from sunstroke, 117 other 
cases of heat prostration, fully a dozen which

EXCITEMENT IN A BAPTIST CHURCH 
AT BOYCE. 


EXCEPTIONS TAKEN TO A SERMON. 


Rev. Mr. LaFerry Preaches a Sermon—Mrs, 
Crow Does Not Like Portions of It, and 
an Argument Ends in a Quarrel. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 29.—{Special.J— | 


The neighboring suburb of Boyce is all torn 
up witha sensation which is absorbing the. 
social and religious circle of the entire com- 
munity. George LaFerry isa well known: 
Baptist divine, whose efforts in bringing souls 
to repentance have on more than one occasion 
received substantial recognition. Friday night 
he held services in Ebenezar Church 
at Boyce. A large congregation, em- 
bracing the best people of the town, 
was present. Rov. LaFerry preached a 
wholesome, substantial sermon of ‘the Spur- 
geon type, and the trite truth seemed to sink 
deep into the hearts of his hearers. Just as 
he tinished his sermon, a tall, robust female 
arose from her seat and advanced toward the 
pulpit. The congregation immediately recog- 
nised her as Mrs. Fenn Crow, wife of a lead- 
ing resident of Boyce. Mrs. Crow has long 
been prominent as a leader at the religious 
meetings which are held from time to time in 
the devout little suburb. 
THE PREACAER KNOCKED DOWN. 

Mrs. Crow stood in the aisle until the bene- 
diction was pronounced. Then she advanced 
toward the pastor and with eyes flashing fire 
began excepting to the doctrine he had been 
preaching. The twain passed down the aisle 
to the door, preceded by the congregation and 
engaged in a vigorous polemical 
discussion. Suddenly the shrill voice 
of the woman rang out on the air 
with the word “lie.’”” The bystanders looked 
up just in time to see the woman's right 
arm shoot forward like a catapalt and land on 
the minister’s neck. LaFerry fell like a log. 
It was a clean knock down. LaFerry, despite 
his clerical§ calling, reached for a stone. The 
woman’s husband cried out: ‘For God’s sake, 
Elder LaFerry, don’t hit my wife!’’ Here 
members of the congregation interfered, and 
the belligerents were hurried off to their re- 
spective homes. 


A TORNADO AT GALLATIN. 


A Colored Church Blown Down and Sev- 
eral Persons Killed. 

LOUISVILLE, June 29.—A special to the 
Courier-Journal from Gallatin, Tenn., says: 
A terrible tornado passed over the northern 
part of Gallatin this evening at 5:30 
o’clock, lasting about five minutes. It 
could be heard some _ distance. A. 
church of the African Methodists was blown to 
pieces and the roof caved in on the congrega- 
tion. Their screams and cries could be heard 
a great distance. Ten were taken from the 
debris, two so terribly crushed by the roof and 
falling timbers that they are dying. Granville 
Brown, the minister, was badly crushed 
in the pulpit. Among the wounded 
and crippled, Ann Martin and

ford and child, Mary Herton, Mary Lowrey, a 
child of Nannie Sayers, Granville Brown and 
others. 
upon the scene and administered to the dying 
and wounded. The church was filled, and 
how any escaped is a miracle. 

Gallatin’s public school was damaged by a 
part of the front blowing in, but the loss is not 
serious. Fencing and trees were swept away 
by the storm, and in many private residences 
carpets were blown from the floor and furni- 
ture smashed into kindling wood. No other 
loss of life is reported up to 9 o’clock. The 
tornado took a southwesterly course, anda 
very heavy rain fell during the time. 


HE WILL BE HANGED. 


The Govornor of South Carolina Rejects a 
Petition for Commutation. 
CotumsrA, S. C., June 29.—{Special.]—The 
governor yesterday acted on the petition for 
the commutation of Jasin and Armstead 
Jones, the two young brothers who were sen- 
tenced to death for the murder of ther step- 
mother. The boys were sentenced to be hanged 
at Orangeburg, on July llth. On account of 
the extreme youth of Jasin Jones—thirteen 
yoars—the jury recommended him to mercy. 
On the strength of this recommendation the 
judge and solicitor joined in the petition for 
executive clemency, and the governor com- 
muted Jasin’s sentence to ten yéars in the pen- 
itentiary. Armstead Jones, being three years 
older than his brother, and having actually 
committed the murder, was not favorably 
recommended by the judge or jury, and the 
governor refused to interfere. He will be 
hanged on July 11th. $ 
The murder was one of the most deliberate 
and cold-blooded on record. The stepsons had 
a quarrel with their father’s wife, and deter- 
mined to put an end toher. Anold gun was 
procured and loaded, and Jasin and Armstead 
took their stand behind some bushes near the 
spring and awaited the coming of Mrs. Jones 
for water. Their Ge ogee soon appeared, 
and was shot dead. They attempted to con- 
ceal the body, but afterwards confessed the 
crime. 


Mrs. Sigman, Who Eloped With a Negro, 
Arrested at Greenville, 8. C. \ va 
GREENVILLE, 8S. C., June 29.—[Special4— 
Mrs. H. E.Sigman, the wife of Leander Sigman, 
of Newton, N. C., who ran away with a negro 
man named Noah Robinson, one day last 
week, and went to Atlanta and were arrested 
and allowed to leave on condition that they 
would leave the state, was arrested here yes- 
terday by Chief of Police Kennedy, at the re- 
quest of the woman’s husband. They had 
rented a house and furnished it and evidently 
intended to make this their home for a while 
at any rate. 

It will be remembered that she stole all of 
the available money her husband had; alsoa 
lot of notes on some of his neighbors, which 
she had discounted at a bank and bought 
tickets for herself and her dusky paramour. 
When arrested she had about fifty dollars left. 
Charles W. Rice, the attorney for Mr. Sigman, 
arrived here yesterday to take the guilty 
couple back to North Carolina for punish- 
ment. 

It is said that Robinson and the woman 
have been intimate for some time, and he

a farm hand. e has a wife and two children 

whom he abandoned to go with Mrs. Sigman. 
Both will be prosecuted for fornication and 

adultery, and the negro for larceny also.

KILLED BY FOOT-PADS. : 


David Moore, a Traveling Man, Found Mur- 
dered in Alien Park, at Ottawa. 


Orrawa, Ills., June 29.—David Moore, a 
traveling man in the employ of the T. B. Scott 
Lumber company, of Merrill, Wis., was found 
weltering in a _ pool 
of blood. His head was horribly cut and 
torn by blows with an iron couplizng-pin. His 
hat received the first biows, but he was 


struck a number of time after falling to 


the ground. The coupling-pin was lying 
near his body, and also his gold- 
bowed spectacles. The pockets were rifled 
and turned inside out, but an inside vest 
ket, fastened with safety-pins, had not 
examined, andin that was a common 
envelope containing $142. In the bushes near 
by a woman's pocketbook and some other 
articles were found that led to the belief that 
the man had been decoyed in the park for the 
purpose of robbery. Some suspicious characters 
who had been about town during the last 
four weeks at once came under the observa- 
tion of the officers, and soon afterward a 
woman by the name of Ford was arrested and 
alittle later her husband, Charles Ford, and 
H.C. Carr were taken into custody. Minnie 
Winterling, a girl of doubtful reputation, was 
also arrested and the police are reported to be 
after one or two more parties who are sup- 
posed to know of the afiair. The coroner's 
jury made a paitial examination and then ad- 
journed to await the post-mortem, which was 
made by three physicians who withhold their 
testimony until tomorrow. 
The woman has made a confession to the 
state’s. attorney that her husband dealt the 
fatal blows, but how much more she has told 


Cannot be learned. The evidence against the 


rties is already most conclusive, as a bloody 
andkerchief was found upon Mrs. Ford, and 
she was seen to throw a note-book which had 
been carried by Moore into the gutter, and 
upon the person of Carr, Moore’s watch was 
cound. A clew was obtained this afternoon, 
aud the police have been busily looking for a 
man named William O’Brien, who is supposed 
to have gotten away with the contents of the 
wallet thrown away this morning by Mrs. 
Ford. It is now supposed to have contained 


in’ the neighborhood of $1,000, recently col- 


lected by Moore. No efforts are being spared 
by State’s Attorney Blake and Marshal Bren- 
nan to complete every -possible link of eyi- 
dence. 

The officers took Mrs. Ford to the scene of 
the murder this afternoon, and she told them 
the story. Moore had met herin the morning 
at the north end of the bridge and made an 
appointment to meet her in the park in the 
evening. During the day the Ford woman 
called upon Minnie Winterling, a domestic, 
and told her to come over to the park that 
evening. It seems that Moore went to the 
park and met Mrs. Ford. The Winterling 
girl was with Carr, and O’Brien an 
Ford were concealed in the bushes which 
skirt the hillside. Ford came up to Moore 
and demanded $50, and Moore struck and 
kicked him, knocking him down. At this 
‘O’Brien came outand assaulted Moore and 
Carr joined inthe struggle. Who had the 
coupling pinis not yet known. A Mrs. Mat- 
thew Brown says that her husband spoke of 
seeing three men run from the park past their 
house. . A man named Smith heard a woman’s 
voice calling out, ‘‘Oh, Billy, why did you do 
it?’’ as he was returning to his home.

iPREFERRED DEATH TO DISGRACE. 


A Man Accused of Embezzlement Shoots 
Himeelf. 


Wew Haven, Conn., June 29.—Lucien W. 
S: erry, onc of New Haven’s most prominent 
gitizens not many years since, shot and killed 
Rimself recently. He was seventy 
years old and had served the city as 
mayor and represented it in the legislature. 
He was a descendant of one of the earliest 
families of New Haven. He was a brother of 
Postmaster N. D. Sperry. The suicide was 
caused by financial troubles. Mr. Sperry was 
some yearsago appointed to be trustee to an 
éstate valued at $16,000, 

Within the past few weeks relatives have 
been trying to get control of the estate, and 
Mr. Sperry was ordered by_ the court to render 
his account. He could aceount for but $6,000 
or $7,000 and was practically adjudged an em- 
bezzler and would probably have been arrested 
had he not shot himself. Besides this he had 
worsted several men in different ways to the 
extent of several thousand dollars and “was 
under at least $50,000 criminal indebtedness 
without a dollar with which to clear himself. 

Mr. Sperry always lived in fine style and 
had passed much of his life in Europe.

- ERROR OR THEFT? 


THE QUESTION ABOUT HEMING- 
WAY’S SHORTAGE. 


INCIDENTS DURING HIS’ TRIAL. 


Hemingway’s Little Speech Before Sentence 
Was Passed—He Denounces Prosecutor 
Miller, and Proclaims His Innocence. 

JACKSON, Miss., June 29.—[Special.]—The 
trial of ex-Treasurer W. L. Hemingway, 
which has just.closed, was, in many respects, 
one of the most remarkablein the annals of 
American courts. The trial lasted ten days, 
and was from the beginning full of interest. 
Throughout the entire proceedings,» Colonel 
Hemingway deported himself in a manner to 
command not only the respect but the confi- 
dence of everybody. Even that most austere 
of men, Judge Christman, who satupon the 
bench, told your correspondent he never saw 
anything like it, andit was not possible for 
him to have an opinion about Colonel Hem- 
ingway’s case. “Ordinarily,”’ said Judge 
Christman, ‘I have an opinion, but in this 
matter I have absolutely none.” And so it 
went with everybody one would meet. No- 


‘body knew anything. There was, however, 


but one prevailing sentiment, and that was 
that . while the ex-treasurer might 
be found gnilty under the indictment, 
he was guilty of no moral wrong, and had 
never touched one dollar’s worth of the state’s 
money for his'‘own use. Noris this said now 
through a spirit of sympathy for the man. 
The feeling here is universal, almecst, that

while the verdict may be right under the law, 
there is evidently something mysterious con- 
nected with the shortage of the $315,000. So 
far, with all the piles of evidence brought out 
in the trial, no one has solved the mystery. 
Was itan incorrect system of book-keeping? 
The finest procurable experts, besides a com- 
mittee appointed by the legislature and com- 
eee of Colonel Hemingway’s personal 
riends, all found the money gone, and no en- 
tries were visible that proved false figuring, or 
that did not show a correct system of credits 
to which the treasurer wasentitled. The pros- 
ecuting attorney was unable to show that Col- 
onel Hemingway’s life was not an exemplary 
one, and every man who ever had dealings 
with Colonel Hemingway was found to tes- 
tify one syllable against his honesty and in- 
tegrity. Colonel Hemingway went into the 
treasury a plain. but successful farmer, with 
no knowledge of commercial intricacies, know- 
ing absolutely nothing about finance, and 
naturally incapable, personally, of managing 
such an important work. Still, his sagacity 
led him to call around him men of ability, ap- 
parently, to whom he intrusted the keeping of 
the books and the management of the funds. 
For fourteen years he held the keys, and the 
state went on from year to year with never a 
voice to question the existence of correct bal- 
ances in the vaults. Last January, when the 
present treasur went-into office, Colonel Hem- 
ingway set about the task of turning over the 
funds in hand, when lo! there was not enough 
cash, by the face of the books, to 
make the account even. Then commenced 
the search, which has lasted,in its various 
phazes, nearly six months, and still the money 
is not forthcoming, nor any errors in the 
books to show that the ex-treasurer is entitled 
to any more credits than are already entered. 

Ordinarily, when men in high office, holding 
a public trust of this character, are under the 
fire of public trial and criticism, there is 
usually an elementin the community to go 
against him and always a sufficient number 
ready to say “‘I told you so.”’ But in the Hem- 
ingway case the order is reversed. I have 
with every possible diligence sought to find a 
man against Hemingway, or who believes he 
used the state’s money, but my labors 
have failed, and this adds a deeper 

Even’ eloquent Bob Miller, 

been a lifelong and 

intimate friends of Colonel Hemingway, and 

who is the prosecuting attorney, is slow to be- 

lieve in the actual theft of the money by 

Hemingway, though he was compelled to say 
severe things in his speeches. 

But these are glittering generalities, and I 
have given them merely to show the public 
animus. Today the trial is over, Colonel 
Hemingway has been f@und guilty under the 
indictment by a jury of his own countrymen 
and sentenced tofive years in the penitentiary. 
Still, atter conversing with numbers of geet 
the old cry goes up, ‘We are mystifiea!”” And 
here the matter rests. An appeal has been 
taken to the supreme court, and {it will be sev- 
eral months, perhaps a year, before the end is 
reached. Colonel Hemingway has employed 
an expert from Mobile, Mr. Douglass, who is 
to make a new and complete set of books, and 
endeavor to prove that the shortage is due to 
mistakes of entry. Mr. Douglass has been em- 

loyed at the work since April, and while 
ie found a few apparent errors, they 
were set aside ‘by the jury and tlhe afore- 
mentioned verdict rendered, Colonel Hem- 
ingway believes he will yet find the errors, 
and no one is unwilling to give him a chance 
to prove hisinnocence. Before Judge Christ- 
man passed sentence he ted the defense 
ninety days to prepare a bill of exceptions to 
the verdict, which will make the appeal come 
up again in September. 

In the trial, some remarkable speeches were 
made, while the attorneys for the defense were 
able, and proved beyond a doubt the perfect 
integrity of the ex-treasurer, they were unable 
to cope. with the furious argument made by 
District Attorney-Robert N. Miller. Colonel 
Nugent, Colonel McWiilie, and Messrs (al- 
hoon and Green, lawyers for “Colonel Hem- 
ingway, exhausted every argument for their 
client, and all spoke withthat eloquence which 
has characterized their previous reputations. 
Colonel Williamson, who assisted the district 
attorney, made a clear and forceful argument, 
striking closely the facts in the testimony.

TO NOMINATE DECEGATES TO THE 
CONVENTION. 
Colonel Hardeman, Hon. Clifford Anderson 
and General Phil Cook Endorsed—The 
Resvlutions Adopted.

COLONEL HARDEMAN EXPLAINS. 


He Corrects an Error About a Proposed 
Meeting at Newnan. 
From the Macon Telegraph. 

The politicians of Macon passed yesterday in 
surmising the results of the primaries which were 
being held in different parts of the state. 

Several members of the club remained at the 
rooms until the returns were received, and when 
they had assured themselves of the result of the 
principal meetings they weut to their homes, 

Colonel Hardeman himself returned to his home 
in Vineville early in the afternoon. Before doing 
so, however, he wrote the following letter: 

Macon, Ga., June 28.—Editor Telegraph: In 
your local column of this day’s issue your local 
says: “When Colonel Hardeman came in from 
Vineville yesterday morning he found a telegram 
from Colonel Northen,” in which he stated he 
‘‘was in Newnan and would like to speak to the 

eople, but he would not do so unless Colonel 

{ardeman wired his consent.”’ 

This does Colonel Northen injustice. The dis- 
patch was not from him, but from a couple of 
mutual friends in Newnan. It. does injustice 
also to the “‘messenger boy,’’ who, as was his cus- 
tom, under instructions to leave telegrams for 
me at the office of my son, left this one, but 
as my son was engaged in court to a very 
late hour, he did not go by his office, but 
went directly home. Next morning he found the 
dispatch and gave it tome on my arrival in the 
city. It was then too late to reply, so I wrote 
these facts to the senders, ej, Poe my regrets 
and assuring them I should have consented for 
Mr. Northen to speak. I should have done so, for 
I had (after the action of the executive committee 
in bringing on their election under the delegate 
system) conceded Coweta to Mr. Northen, and his 
speech could do me no further harm than to s8o0- 
lidify, pehaps increase a majority already con- 
ceded him. 

Now, as to that meeting and the dispatches sent 
out (for effect) that Mr. Northen was there and I 
was absent, especially that sent to Hawkinsville 
by J. E. Brown. About two weeks ago Mr. Berry 
and others in Newman wired me, asking if I would 
speak in Newman Saturday, June 21st. I replied: 
“Yes, ifamy physical condition would permit.” I 
heard nothing morg of the meeting. When in At- 
lanta, on my way to Gwinnett, not hearing any- 
thing about it, Iasked my brother to wire Mr. 
Berry to know if I was expected there on Satur- 
day. He repliedI was. It seems the operator sent 
Mr. Northen an unintelligible telegram, and a 
friend in Atlanta, to whom it was forwarded, 
upon consultation with my brother, thought best 
to change the time from Saturday to ‘Thurs- 
day, June 25th. Nothing was ever said about 
meeting Mr. Northen there, in the invitation to 
speak. On my return from Lawrenceville on Fri- 
day night at 10 o’clock, my brother came to my 
rooms and informed me of the change. I asked 
him to write to his friend, with whom the arrange- 
ment of changing the date had been made, and 
say to him that I could not be there on Thursday. 
I was, therefore, surprised when a telegram was 
handed me about dusk Wednesdayrafternoon, on 
my return from Cochran, asking by what train I 
would reach Newnan next day. I was worn out 
and suffering from the exercises of that day, and, 
supposing my brother had, as requested, intormed 
all parties that | could not be there on Thursday, 
l replied that I was (which was true) too unwell to 
come. So much for the meeting at Newnan, and 
my failure to meet Mr. Northern, about whose 
presence there nothing had been intimated in my 
invitation to speak there.

The Warmest Day Ever Known—But No 
Sunstrokes Reported—Gossip of the 
Day In the Central City. 


Macon, Ga., June 29.—[Special.}—The 
suffering from the heat teday in. this city is 
terrible. 

This is the hottest weather ever known in 
the history of Macon, and today is the hottest 
day of the season. 

To add to the suffering there is noice to be 
had, and appeals to neighboring cities fail to 
secure it. The ice-houses this morning were 
beseiged with a host of perishing 
people, and the wagons were 
almost unable to proceed through the resi- 
dence portion of the city. 

A man importuned one of the wagons fora 
piece of ice this morning, and was refused. In 
desperation he took the ice anyway, and it is 


} understood a warrant will be taken out for 


him for larceny. 

The supply is now practically exhausted, 
and what the people will do tomorrow is a se r- 
ious question. 

The Planters’ Ice factory has been running 
all day, but had not managed to obtain a freeze 
up to a late hour tonight. 

The amonia run short and much trouble has 
been experienced in providing a sufficient 

uantity. The thermometer stood 10lin the 
shade at 3 o’clock today and the streets were 
clear of people. 

One sunstroke has been reported, that of a 
negroin South Macon.

SOMETHING ABOUT DUDLEY. 


Will the Americus Would-be Postmaster 
Come to Macon? 

Macon, June 28.—[Special.]—It is rumored 
that the trouble over the Americus post-office 
is about to be settled by providing a place in 
the Macon post-office for Dudley, the negro 
aspirant for postmasterat Americus, and about 
whom there has been so much discussion. 

The News is informed that Dudley has been 
offered a position of letter-carrier at Macon, 
but some other place in the Macon office may 
have been tendered him. It is generally ad- 
mitted that Dudley is utterly incompetent to 
manage the affairs of the Americus post- 
office, and he would have to pay out half of 
his salary to get some one to properly dis- 
charge his duties, even if he should he be con- 
firmed postmaster.

Traits 
of character that may make us influential on 
earth will not necessarily open to us the gate 
of heaven. The plank that will be strong 
enough for a house floor would not do for a 
ship’s hulk. Mere mortality might be enough 
here, but cannot take you through death’s storm 
into heaven’s harbor, Christ has announced 
for all ages, “‘I am the way, the truth, and the 
life; him that cometh unto me I will in no 
wise cast out.” But pitiable in the day of 
accounts will be the condition of that man, 
though he may have given all his estate to 
benevolent purposes and passed his life in tle 
visiting of the distressed and done much to 
excite the admiration of the good and the 
great, if he have no intimate relation to Jesus 
Christ. There is a pride and a depravity in 
his soul that he has never discovered. A brill- 
iant outside will be no apology for a depraved 
inside. It is no theory of mine, but an 
announcement of God, who cannot lie. 
“By the deeds of the Jaw shall no flesh 
living be justified.” Open the door of 
heaven and look in. Howard is there, but he 
did not secure his entrance by the dungeons 
he illumined and the lazzarettos into which 
he carried the medicines. Paul is there, but 
he did not earn his way in by the shipwrecks 
and imprisonments and scourgings. On a 
throne overtopping perhaps all others, except 
Christ’s, the old missionary exclaims: “By 
the grace of God I ain what I am.” 

Again: Exalted social position will be no 
cloak for sin. Men look through the wicket 
door of prisons, and seeing the incarcerated 
wretchesexclaim; “Oh, how much vice there 
is in the world.”” And they pass through the 
degraded streets of a city, ma looking into the 
doors of hovels and the dens of corruption they 
call them God-forsaken abodes. But you 
might walk along the avenues through which 
the opulent roll in their flourishing pomp and 
into mansions elegantly adorned, and find that 
even in the admired walks of life Satan works 
mischief and death. The first temptation 
Satan wrought in a garden, and he understands 
yet most thoroughly how to insinuate himself 
into any door of ease and splendor. Men 
frequently judge of sin by the places ing 
which it is committed, but iniquity in* 
satin is to God as loathsome as iniquity in 
rags, andin the ms | of judgment the sins of 
Madison avenue and Elm street will all be 
driven in one herd. Men cannot escape at 
last for being respectably sinful. You know 
Dives was clothed in somes and fine linen and 
fared sumptuously every day, but his fine 
clothes and good dinners did not save him. He 
might on earth have drunk something as rich 
as champagne and cognac, but at last he asked 
for one drop of water. You cannot trade off 
your attractive abodes here for a house of 
many mansions on high, and your elegant 
shade groves here will not warrant you a seat 
under the tree of life. When God drove 
Adam and Eve out of Eden, He showed that 
merely living in a garden of delights and 
comforts will never save Aman or & Woman. 
By giving you so much earthly Tuxury and re- 
tinement, He intimated that He would have 
you enjoy yourselves, but He would not have 

ou wrap yourself up in them as a cloak to 
1ide your sins. God now walks in your gar- 
den as he did in Eden, even in the cool of the 
day, and He stands by your well as He did 
by a well in Samaria, and He would make 
your comfort on earth a type of your rapture 
in heaven. — 

Furthermore: Mere soundness of religious 
belief will not hide our iniquities. There are 
men whose heads areas sound as Jonathan 
Edwards or John Wesley, whose hearts are 
as rotten as Tom Paine’s or Charles Guiteau’s. 
It is important that we be theoretical Chris- 
tians. Itis utter follyin thisday for a man 
to have no preference for any one form of 
faith, when it is so easy to become conversant 
with the faith of the different sects. An in- 
toxicated man staggered into my house one 
night begging for lodging. He made great 
pretentions to religion. asked where he 
went to ehurch. He_ said: ‘Nowhere; 
I belong to liberal Christianity.” But 
there are those who never become Christians 
becans® their obstinacy prevents them from 
over taking a fait view of wiiat religion is. 
They are like a brute beast in the fact that 
their greatest strength lies in their horns. 
They are combatants, and all they are ever 
willing todo for their soulsisto enter an 
ecclesiastical fight. I have met men whe 
would talk all day on the ninth chapter of 
Romans, who were thoroughly helpless before 
the fourteenth chapter of John. But there 
are those who, having escaped from this con- 
dition, are now depending entirely upon their 
soundness of religous theory. The doctrines 
of man’s. depravity and Christ’s atonement 
and God’s sovereignty are theoretically re- 
ceived by them. st 
It is only the shell of Christianity containing 
no evangelical life. They stand looking over 
into heaven and admire its beauty and its 
song, and are so pleased with the looks from 
the outside that they cannot be induced to 
enter. They could makea better argument 
forthe truth than ten thousand Christians 
who have in their hearts received it. If 
syllogisms and dilemmas and sound proposi- 
tions and logical deductions could save their 
souls, they would be among the best of 
Christians. They could correctly define re- 

sntance and faith and the Atonement, while 
they have never felt one sorrow for sin nor ex- 
ercised a moment’s confidence in the great sac- 
rifice. They arealmost immovablein their po- 
sition. We cannot present anything about the 
religion of Christ that they do not know. The 
Saviour described the fate of such a one in His 

arable: ‘‘And that servant which knew his 

ord’s will, and prepared not himself, neither 
hid according to His will, shall be beaten with 
many stripes.’’ Theories in religion have a 
beauty of their own, but if they resultin no 
warmth of Christian life it is the beauty of 
horn-blende and feldspar. Do not call such 
coldness and hardness religion. The river of 
life never freezes over. Icicles never hang on 
the eaves of heaven. Soundness of intellectual 
belief is a beautiful cloak,well woven and well 
but in the hour when God shall demand | 


our souls it will not of itself be sufficient to 


hide our iniquities. 
My friends, can it be that I have been un- 


kind, and torn from you some hope upon 
which you were resting for time and eternity ? 
Varily, I would be unkind if, having taken 
away your cloak, I did not offer you something 
better. Thisisa cold world, and you want 
something to wrap around your spirit. Christ 
offers you a robe today. He wove it Himself 
and He will now with His own hand prepare 
it just to fit yoursoul. Therighteousness He 
offers is like the coat He used to wear about, 
Judea, without seam from top to bottom. 
There is a day of doom. Coward would I be 
if I did not dare tell you this. It shall be a 
day of unutterable disappointment to those who 
have trusted in their official dignity, in their 
elegant manners, © in their outward 
morality, in their soundness of intellectual be- 
lief. But I seea soul standing before God 
who once was thoroughly defiled. Yet look at 
him and you cannot find a single transgression 
anywhere about him. How is this, you ask. 
Was he not once 4 Sabbath breaker, & blas- 
phemer, & robber, 4 perjurer, a thief, a mur- 
derer? Yes, but Christ hath cleansed him. 
Christ hath lifted him up. Christ hath rent 
off his rags. Christ hath clothed him in a spot- 
less robe of righteousness. That is the reason 
why you cannot see his former degredation. 
This glorious hope in Christ’s name is proffered 
today. Wandering and wayward soul, is not 
this salvation worth coming for, worth striving 
for? Do you wonder that so many with bitter 
weeping have besought it, and with 
a very enthusiasm of sorrow cried for 
divine compassion? Do you wonde at the 
earnestness of .those who stand in pulpits 
beseeching men to be reconciled to God? ay 
do you wonder at the importunity of the Holy 
Ghost who now striveth with thy soul? In 
many of the palaces of Europe the walls are 
mosaic.

The Messrs. Black, of Edinburgh, brought 
suit in New York, resting their case on thi 
fact, and Judge Shipman has decided that 
these articles are clearly protected by copy- 
right. This decision, if it is sustained by 
the supreme court, covers the whole question 
of international copyright. By collaborating 
in the smallest degree with American authors, 
the authors of Great Britain can obtain 
American copyright. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the mon- 
strous propositions advanced by Funk will 
so arouse the conscience of the people as to 
render such collaboration unnecessary.

Well, ladies, not only 
did I pare and quarter those quinces, but after I 
had completed them I had occasion to cut and 
prepare a nuniber of tomatoes, and you know how 
dreadful they are supposed to be. I pared my to- 
matoes, cut them and sliced them, handling them 
freely all the time; when I was all done with both 
I rinsed my hands and looked at them, and they 
were perfectly clean and white, with not a stain 
upon them.” 

When the “‘scientist” had reached the stage of 
the tomatoes the women of the audience began to 
look wonderingly and significantiy at one another, 
and when she announced the miracle handker- 
chiefs were stuffed into mouths all over the little 
halland chests were heaving with suppressed 
laughter.

BURNS’ - COTTAGE. 


Every Year Thousands of Visitors Find their 
Way Thither. 
From the London Truth, 

Ev ery summer thousands of visitors make pil- 
grimages to the cottage in which Robert Burns 
was born, near Alloway Kirk and the banks 
o’ Doon. They are shown the room in which the 
poet first saw the light, as well as the “original” 
furniture used by Burns’ parents. Will it be be- 
lieved that all the genuinely original furmiture of 
the cottage was sold off by public roup in Septem- 
ber, 1843, most of it being now in the possession of 
a gentieman in Manchester, who wants a thonsand 
pounds for the following articles: The father’s 
chair, the mother’s chair, the poet’s chair, Pem- 
breke table with flap, dnother without flap, the 
mother’s work table, chest of drawers, eight-day 
clock, corner cupboard, drinking cup of wood, ale 
horn, table bell, tea caddie, toddy ladle, tweive 
chairs supplied by “the Miller Goudie,” the sword 
worn by Burns as an exciseman, and the probe he 
used on his preventive exeursions. All these are 
authenticated by letters from men who had seen 
them before 1843. The seller throws in five 
visitors’, books—from 1829 to 1813—contaiming 
7,000 autographs, as well as a letter of the poet's. 
Here is a chance for some Scotch museum or 
Burns club. They weré offered for sale to the 
secretary for Scotland, but his secretary wrote 
that while they were of ‘‘no value,’ they might be 
given to the nation. The seller replied that, as the 
nation had never given him anything, he did not 
see his way to carry out the proposal. A sixpence 
from every member of a Burns club would secure 
the collection.

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Why Envelopes are Redeemed and Stamps 
are Not, 
From the Washington Star. 

Some people have an ideathat the government 
redeems postage stamps when from any cause 
they become unfit for use or are difficult to use. 
Frequently sheets of stamps are stuck together or 
are torn orinjured. The loss, if any, falls upon 
the owner, as the government refuses to assume 
any responsibility of stamps when once sold. The 
agents of the government, the postmasters, can 
redeem stamps which they have for sale,if through 
any accident they become unfit for use. But when 
the citizen buys a stamp he either uses it in the 
legitimate way or else he is out the value of the 
stamp. 

The government, however, redeems stamped . 
envelopes. If one should happen to be misdirect- 
ed, or should become blotted, or for any reason 
4 person should wish to tear open a stamped en- 


. velope after he had sealed it for mailing, he can 


bring it to the post-office and get'a brand new one 
in its place. The reason for this difference in the 
treatment of the adhesive stamp and the stamped 
envelope is that the adhesive stamp can be used 
andthen washed and passed as good, unless a 
careful scrutiny ismade. If the government 
Should begin the practice of redeeming adhesive 
Stamps, the opportunities for frand would be in- 
creased. Then the adhesive stamps are mannfac- 
tured atacost to the gov nent. which the 
Stamped envelope is not. Tre stamps are fur- 
nished to the public at the face value, and out of 
this has to come thecost of manufacture, but in 
the case of stamped envelopes they are sold at 
their face value, plus the cost of their manufac- 
ture,

What the Mexican War Cost. 


_ Biography of Matthew Galbraith Perry. 


The United States employed in the invasion of a 
sister republic about 100,000 armed men. Of these 
£6,690 were regular troops, 56,926 volunteers, while 
over 15,000 were in the navy or in the department 
of commissariat.and transportation. Probably 
as Many as 80,000 soldiers were actually in Mexico. 
Of this host, 120 officers and 1,400 men fell in bat- 


‘tle or died of wounds, and 100 officers and 10,800 


men perished by disease. These figures 
by General Viele, are from the army 
rolis. Another writer gives the total in round 
numbers of American war employes lost in bat- 
tle at 5,000 and by sickness 15,000. About 1,000 
men of the army of occupation died each month 
of garrison fever in the City of Mexico, and 
many more were ruined in health and character. 

In all, the loss of manhood by glory and malaria, 
was fully 25,000 men. The war cost the United 
States directly asum estimated between 120 and 
166% million dollars. Including the pensions 
recently voted, this amount will be greatly in- 
creased.
